THE.  MEANING  OF  CHRIST’S 
SUFFERING 
Luke  23:1-56 

We  have  come  to  the  climax 
In  Luke’s  story  of  our  Lord;  we 
come  to  the  cross.  How  we  need 
to  see  It,  to  understand  it,  to 
bow  in  penitence  and  reverence 
before  it!  The  purposes  of  God 
tlie  earthly  life  of  Jesus  come 
to  focus  at  Calvary.
